Of those killed. 58.133 were officers 
and officials. 212.069 non-commis¬ 
sioned Hiid warrant officers. 1,672.523 
enlisted men and 5.568 men whose 
ranks were not reported. 

The dependents « comprise 533.000 
widows. 1.134.000 children who were 
left partially orphaned, 58.000 i»aren- 
tal couple* and 162.000 parents qrh« 
were already wldowa or widowers.

For instance at one 
time here during the war potash was made 
from the kelp to be found growing In tbs 
water all around our beachea. The potash 
was extracted cheaper then than it could of 
Imported and the Industry thrived. Then 
came the cessation of hostilities and the potash 
deposits of Europe again mere worked with 
the result that the chemical could be Imported 
more cheaply than produced. 

While that industry lasted It was a very 
Interesting one. The body of the kelp wan 
ground up und made excellent aoil fertiliser. 
Portions of it. It was found, could be used for 
the making of candied peel that we find In 
fruit cakes. Other portions. It was discovered, 
could be treated and used as a filler In the 
making of Jam products. Besides this the 
kelp had many properties which could be used 
otherwise. 

Apart entirely from the contest, the study 
of what Is “Mad«--in-Victoria" sod the vicinity 
Is one that will Interest you at every step. 
Nothing is changed from Its raw state to the 
finished article we buy In the stores without 
going through processes which are in them¬ 
selves interesting. In many cases the manu¬ 
facture of these articles is Intensely interest¬ 
ing and the search will reveal n new pleasure 
for you.

There are many reservations of Indians on 
this Island, and the sight of these dwellers 
on the streets of onr cities and towns Is a 
familiar^ one to all. Long before our day 
the Jndians fished and hunted here for a 
living. To thla day these older Inhabitants 
fish for a great deal of their food. 


but say also that many of them are occa¬ 
sioned by the carelessness of campers In tho 
wood*. The careless dropping of a match 
that is not completely out; the glowing stub 
of a cigarette; or a fire abandoned without 
first having been extinguished are eomo of 
the more common causes of forest fires. 

Now that th© warm weather ha© return©* 
many will be taking to the forests for picnics 
end rambles, and there is no more beautiful 
pcene In the world for a picnic than the island 
woods at thla season of the year. Picnics 
are of little fun without a fire, many think. 
There is no harm in a fire, forestry men tell 
us. If care la taken. First clear a apses 
well apart from all trees and undergrowth. 
Then surround the acens of your fire with 
atones. Clear the dried moss and twigs away 
from ths scene near the fire. 

The Indians when they used the woods as 
a home, would build a very tiny fire tor all 
their purposes. The white man builds usually 
a very large fire; much larger than he needs, 
for he likes to look at the biasing logs and 
hear them crackle. After taking every pre¬ 
caution to see that your fire in burning does 
remember Is to ©oe that it is thoroughly opt 
before you leave. 

An Instance of how easy s forest tiro may 
start can be seen from the following Incident 
which happened to three hunters recently. 
They cooked a meal on a fire In ths woods 
end .then threw boulders on It before leaving. 
The wind came and fanned the embers until 
the fire rekindled. Presently a spark fleer 
up and was carried by the wind to some 
bracken nearby, and there was the 
not set fire to the woods, the next point to 
of a forest fire that might have destroyed 
property and life.
